dealini; with sanitary niatters. Aa this is 
not a very large community it has been 
thought bettor that the sanitary olUcer 
jj.8h9uld^.direQtly, authorized by the city 

W^'^li^<^^°t4Ii"'^^°^ particular case 
Hliieii aftmcta'hir Stleiition, rather than 
that ho should act on his own responsibil- 
ity. There may bo somcthiu;,' in this, 
though elsewlicro a prompter mode of ac- 
tion wo>dd be necessary. Tlie tnost dilli- 
cult people to deal with are the Chinese; 
the sanitary ollicei' being armed with liis 
brief authority proceeds to sorve his no- 
tice to abate a nuisanee on John, who re- 
ceives it with an innocent and hcwildeii'd 
air, xH if it was a missive from the man in 
the moon. His knowledge of English de- 
serts him, and he retreats behind an im- 
ponetrablo fog of "no sabbo," Ihougli he 
"sabbe's" very well, and at laat_ reluct- 
antly displays .snllicioltttriteiygerice to en- 
able him to got rid' *o? ^'th'o immediate 
pvesonce of the (/llloor. lie then alertly 
proceeds to cogitate luiw ho esn manage 
to stave oil" tlie difticulty. His present re- 
medy is fog, difliculty of apprehension, or 
absence of memory, and when the oflicer 
calls at tho expiration of the term men- 
tioned in the tiotico, John has apparently 
forgotten all about it; or raises some plea 
that ho js not the responsible party and 
refers the officer to sonie other obtuse 
Chinaman, who of course repudiates ttio 
soft impoachmcnt. The oflicer calls and 
calls — nothing is done,and the delinquont 
is at last brought up at the police court. 
Uore he has a wide field; he has a lawyer 
of course, and raises all sorts of qnestionH 
as to ownership and occupancy or other 
quibbles; and in default of these lie re- 
sorts to promises, and does a little of the 
Work, required of, him by. instalments, 
'which he' •adducoa as evidence of 'his u.\.- 
trenio willingues-s, or rather unwilling- 
ness, to do wlijit is lequired of hint. Uo 
manages to get along in this way pretty 
well,, as was evidenced by the case before 
the court yesterday, where a Chinese 
agent of a wealthy Chinese Qrm made a

■ inandetV for another week, with" (ill the 
remorse arising from an unabated uiiis- 
auco on his conaeieuce, not to mention his 
having wasted tho time of the sanitary 
otiicor and probably that of otlier ollicers 

. .whose salaries are luruished by the rate 

■ payors since the 28th of March last. This 
is a sort of thing thu ratepayers may reas- 
onably object to and they would he quite 
justilied in insisting on a flank movcniont 
on John. Tlie law is a wonderful thing; 
ono never knows wliat it can do and what 
it cannot, till it comes into court — and 
then it frequently docs nothing. l!ut it 
is just po.saible a bylaw might be passed 
which would sweep the cobwebs of owner- 
ship away from sanitary proceedings. 
Why should not the tenants or occupants 

. of houses where there is an unabated nui- 
eahce be made liable to a suitable fine? 
This is done in sotric cases and it is ditll- 
cult' to see why it should not be done in 
others and thus leave the tenant and the 
owner to settle matters between them- 
selves. Why should not the uccu[)ant of 
a dirty dwelling be taken cognizance of a.s 
well as the occupant of ono of ill-repute i 
H.aving.prppoundod this conundrum for 

Utl$!b^nefi6^ofl<Iolm, it remains for- him to 
showcauao why it should not bo solved in 
such a manner as to save the time of cor- 
poration ofiicials and to make Cormorant 
street and otiier Chinese localities self- 
supporting sanitary institutions. If there 
is a screw loose somewhere, let it be 

- lightened up; tlio present condition of 
things must not only be demoralizing to 
the sanitary oHicor himself, but renders 

■ hh appointment a useless expense to tho 
corporation. 

. , 'SCARCITY OF BEEF. 

There is at present st;itcd to be a scar- 
city of beef in this market, and the com- 
plaint is not conlined to (juantify, but 
also extends to quality. So that it may 
be said that beef is not only scarce, but 
, a deal ,of it is pretty tougli. It is ratlicr 
'ijjliVdcticdl joke' tb see a lot of lean and 
'active' caftle laiid from a steamer and pro- 
ceed up tho wharf witli a sort of nonchal- 
ant "if anybody wants to eat mo tiiey'll 
tihd their matcii air." Yea, beef must 
bo scarce though it is somewhat diflicult 
' to find the wliy and the wherefore, os thu 
wjnter has not been a very severe one and 
ttifire-seoms to have been no.difliculty in 
feeding slock, and no extraordinary e.xtia 
demand for the article. In such painful 
circuniatanccs it only runiaiiiH to antici- 
pate the time when beef will not only, bo 
. ple;ntjfu) ;but tohdor, and when ancient 
boviries will be left at home as not being 
cbnaidorod w'orth the cost of their freight, 
ytjch a time can not come till there is a 
' greater amount'of stock raised and that 
implies a greater number of people en- 
gaged in stockraising and agricultural 
pursuits generally, in fact an increase in 
■ .'^our. agri.cultural; population.; An attempt 
in thia'du'efclion has already be'eiii' com- 
menced, a number of agricultural settlers 
have already arrived prepared to take up 
land, and many of them have visited vari- 
ous flections of the country where fanning 
lands are to bo Iiad, under the advice of 
' thei immigration agent. But there is 
' every evidence that many more are com- 
' ing;- The'railrbads' have even now begun 
•t6 advertise clieap rates to iJritish Co- 
lumbia and it is impossible to know how 
soon a demand may arise wliicli the pro- 
vince may not be in a condition to meet, 
liiilesa the railway lands are thrown open. 
This is an event which has been long an- 
ticipated and cannot be mjjcli longer de- 
ferred, and in fact it should be done at 
onco, 80 tliat intending settlers may not 
find they have travelled thousands of miles 
.^only.to encounter delay and di3ai)point-

( Dr. Dawson presided lost evening at 
the monthly meeting of the Natural 
History Society. After tho opening 
formalitie^'! Messrs. R. iO. 'Adiim.s, J. 
A. tr. B'aiidry and E W. Wurtele 
were elected tneiubero. The invita- 
tion from i\[r. Wliitfield for June 1st 
was referred to tlie excursion commit- 
tee. A communication on "Earth- 
quakes in Canada," by Prof. Lock wood 
was read by Dr. T. Sterry Hunt, it 
containecl ^references to every earth- 
quake reiwrt'^d in Canada during the 
last five years. Dr. Dawson also ma<le 
semo remarks on the subject. A apeci- 
men of male grosbeak was presented 
to the Society for the musquni by Mr. 
Ile^tzi^^tand a|wri6|i^o{^gra,i^6Utes by 
the ^President, t;'" ' ' • 

Dr. Dawson then read tho following 
biograiihical sketch of the lato Mr. 
Barnston, a former president of tho so- 
ciety: Mr. Barnston was of Engli.sli 
parentage, but was born and educated 
in Edinl}urglii It was ai>parently in- 
tended at onb time that he should en 
ter the army, and lie stiidied for that 
purpo.se, but he eventually j. lined the 
service of the Old North- West (.'oni- 
pany, leaving Scotland in 1820 for 
Canada. Shortly after thin time a 
union of the Old North- West and Hud- 
son Bay Company's was formed, and 
y\r. Barnston continued with the ntrw 
Company, in which he remained for 
forty-one years. He was statione<l in 
the course of that time at various 
points from the Gulf of St. Lawrenco 
to Britisii Columbia. Ho crosiied tin? 
Rocky Mountains into Britisli Colum- 
bia as early as 1825 or ISSG, making 
the return journey in winter on snow- 
shoes. When in British Columbia ho 
established the first factory on Fraser 
river. "When at York factory in 1824 
he assi-sted in fitting out fcVanklyii's 
party, and at Norway House, thirty 
years later, he aided the expeditions 
under Rae and Anderson and Stewart. 
Ho married in 1830 Miss Matthews, 
(laughter of Mr. W. ^Matthews, ono of 
the pioneers with Jacob Astor. In 
1SG7 he retired from the service of the 
Hudson's Bay Company and took up 
bis residence in Montreal, where ho 
died on the. 14th of March, 1883, in 
tiio S3rd year of his age. ^Ir. Barn- 
ston throughout his residence in the 
Hudson's Bay Territory was a diligent 
collector in botany and zQiology, and 
contributed collections of planUs, in- 
sects, etc., to the British Mu.icum, tho 
Natural History, tho McOill Uni- 
versity and other institutiona In 
1872-73 he was President of the Natur- 
al History Society of Montreal, At 
Montreal he occupied himself with the 
determination and arrangement of the 
specimens ho had collected, and jtre- 
jjared notices of them for publication, 
more especially in the, Camjlian iVn/- 
vrnJM. ' The' m'd.st. important' of th eso 
papers are the following: On the geo- 
gra[)Iiical distribution of the Ranuncu,- 
liicae in British America, 1857; on tiie 
geograpliical distribution of plants in 
the British pcssessions in North Amer- 
ica, 1858; on the geographical distribu- 
tion of Crucijerce and of the genus Aili- 
ium, 1859; sketch of the life of Doiig- 
las, the botanist, 18G0; on the swans 
and geese of the Hudson's Bay Terri- 
tories, 18C1; on tho gcnuH LiUra, 186'5; 
on plants collected by Mr. T. Richard- 
son, British Columliia, 1878. In 18G0 
a report was prepared . and published 
by Mr. tW. ■^2l>'\Jrp&a-\qn \lhe\C'ole<>p- 
in Mr. Barnston's coiledtibn. iNir. 
Barnston published otlier papers in 
journals in C>reat Britain of which we 
have as yet no detailed information. 

On motion of Mr. W. Muir, second- 
ed by Dr. Sterry Hunt, the following 
resoltttipn wa^ passed:-. . -IL 

"On the occasion of the decease of 
George Barnston, Esq., a member of 
this Society and acontribu tor of valuable 
papei'K to its proceedings and specimens 
to the niu.seum, and a former President, 
the Society desires to express its high 
p.stimate of his character and services, 
and its sympathy with the members of 
his family." 

Tlje meeting timn adjourned. 

To TiiK EDfTOu; — With reference to 
tho foregoing notice of tho late IMr, 
Barnston, extracted from a recent in- 
bu^ of the Montreal Wilue-^.-t, a feu- 
words may perhaps bo gracefully added 
by ono who for many years enjoyed 
tiie friendship of the deceased gentle- 
man, and to whom some of his latest, 
private communications were, perhaps, 
addressed. 

A..colIeagu£i for many years of the late 
Sir Jaines Pougtas,: the career of Mr. 
Barnston, as a North-wester, was co- 
temporaneouB with that of Sir James 
in the service to which, up to a certain 
period, they both belongetl. In com-, 
pany with Messrs. James iNlcMillan, 
Donald Manson and F. N. Annance, 
Mr. Barnston established, in 1827, 
the post of Fort Langley on Frasor 
river, and afteryrardp. .assumed charge 
for some years; of the- Hudson's Bay 
Company's post at Walla Walla on the 
Columbia river. In 1831 Mr. Barn- 
ston visited Canada, cro.ssing the llocky 
Mountains on snow-shoes, as is above 
stated, by the usual route followed in 
those ikiys by the parties of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. In the spring 
of 1032 — the writer being in comjmny 
— Mr. Barnston again proceeded ncirth- 
ward by the way of tho Ottawa river 
and its connected route; diverging at 
Michipicoton on Lake Superior to- 
wards Moose Factory in the Southern 
extremity of Hudson's Bay. There he 
passed sevei-al years, and afterwards, 
was appoihltid to the itiipoftant changes 
of the King's posts on the lower St, 
Lawrence and of Norway House, at 
tho outlet of Lake Winnijieg. He 
subsequently retired and took up his 
residence in Montreal, where his ser- 
vices in the prosecution of divers scien- 
tific pursuits, as above shown, were du- 
Iv; appreciated.:: r 

Tlie writof' thinks that this brief tri- 
ry of one of the early 



p'onears of the country, who in tiio 
course of nature are successively pas- 
sing away, will not be without interest 
to many of the generation which suc- 
ceeds them — many of whom have be- 
come i pippeer8.'»i of diflerent order of 
things in our own province, now so rap^ 
idly advancing into what svill soon bo 
world-wide importance. 

The deceased gentleman, concerning 
whom these few lines have been ad- 
ded by one of his oldest friends, is sur- 
vived by his widow and several clii!- 
dren, one of whom, Mr. " J. O,, • Barn 
ston, has for some years been settlctl in 
this province! in the practice of his pro- 
fewion as a barrister. A.

Inland navigation has opened here, the 
steamer Boiiohonillo arriving in port on 
Friday evening. .^11 tho ferry and market 
boats are now running, and all the light 
houses on the river will be lighted to- 
night.

arrest, and the other victims stayed their 
hand, believing that ■ Flumming would bo 
brought to Jlontroal and compelled to 
disgorge. At Brockvillo, however, Flom- 
niing paid the amount for which he was 
arrested, §110, and costs anr.uinliiig to 
$450, and was then allowed to denart. 
Ho is now said to be on his way to Kiig- 
laud and thi6^ great majority of i his dupes 
in Canada' and the United States are left 
lamenting.

A politician in this province will allow 
you to call him anything but a freemusoii. 
If you toll him he is corrupt lie scarcely 
resonts it, he only oiplains that "tho 
other side" was eejually corrujit wliun it 
had the chance. If you tell him he lies, 
he takes it rather as a complimoiit or 
blandly explains that his little perversion 
of the truth should be described as a po- 
litical exigenc^.'^ But if y^ou-cair him a 
freemason ^: he''oith6r knocks you down or 
sues you for libel or slander. Tho rea- 
son is that pcoplodo not regard corruption 
as a disquttlitication for parliamentary 
honors but they do regard freemasonry as 
such. If His Holiness the Pope were to 
contest a Quebec constituency he would 
bo called a ' freemason beforo hu got 
through with his undertaking! It is a 
venerable oloctioneeririg dodge and it is a 
wonder has not boon worn out long a^o. 
When Mr. Tarouu was contenting Ron- 
villo at the last election in the liberol in - 
terest La Mintrve publiiliod a aeries of 
articles denouncing him and other liberal 
candidates as freemasons. Mr. L.Hru'au 
was defeated and sued La Miiu^-ie for 
libel and has juat obtained a judgment 
for $400 damages and coats.

Great oonsleriiation was caused among 
the Canadian Pacific magnates by the 
amendincnt propoaodby the Grand Trunk 
solicitor to their bill, authorizing them to 
lease in perpetuity tho Credit Valloy, the 
Ontario and Quebec and the^AtlantiOfand 
North West railways. The amendment 
prohibited the Canadian Pacific from 
charging other companies for cuiiveyiiig 
traffic over their road front .St. Vincent 
to Winnipeg more than the rates for 
trafbc over their own road. The directors 
diacaaaed the situation here for a whole 
day, and it 'is underatood resolved to 
throw up their contract with the govorn- 
mont if the amendment were carried, and 
refuse to build tho road north nl 
Huperior. There is littlo doubt that was 
their intention, as i see Sir .lohn declared 
that the ainondraonl would bo a broncli 
of' a clear understanding between tho 
government and the Canadian Pacific. 
All the lobbying force of botli lines went 
to Ottawa to assist in the struggle. The 
defeat of tho amendment ha.s saved the 
government from ombarrashing situation. 

VOTKl) DOWN. 

Tho city council has been discussing a 
motion, "That persons bo allr)wed to vote 
at municipal elections in the same manner 
and form aa at parliauiontai-}- elections.' 
In view of tho government bill for ex- 
tending tho parliamentary franchise this 
was about as radical u measure as has yet 
engaged the attention of tho city council. 
It never had, however, the slightest 
chance of being carried. 

AN AUIIK OISUUAKOBn. 

Tho National Institute of Fine Aria 
has been closed. Tho Abbe Bbabert, the 
principal with whoso name so much scan- 
dal has been recently associated, was dis- 
missed by the directors, but they do not 
wish the public to understand that tho 
institution has been closed on account of 
his alleged improprieties, but on account 
sf financial dilliculties, It is however 
understood that a ayndicato of public- 
spirited gentleman will relieve the insti- 
tution fron?. its finailicial embarrassmentn 
and reopen it. A.bout throe hundred and 
fifty pupils have been reciving gratuitous 
instruction at tho institute. Tho abbe 
persists in asserting his iiiiiocoiicn, and 
states that ho will bo in a position to 
prove it very shortly.

In the 
meanwhile no provision is made for their 
support. 'J'hey are suhpd.'iiiod and niuat 
either attend the inquiry or leave the 
sountry for, they cannot obtain employ- 
ment in the city; and should thoy iiccopt 
employment anywhere else in the pro- 
vince they are liable to be brought back 
and punished. Tho mate of tho lost 
ateamer got a situation at New Westmin- 
ster.

ALEXANDER SULLI/AN. 

An Episolo in tlio Oi^oor of tho lTo\7 
ZrlBli Land Leaenie's Sxejldenl;. 

Alexander Sullivan, president of the 

now organization, was bor.i in Waterville, 
Me., on August 0, 184!). Both parcnia 
were from County Kerry, Ireland. While 
he was very young they moved' to Detroit, 
Mich., taking him with thom, and tliero 
his boyhood waa spent. About 1873 ho 
moreii'to Ohics^,'and five years later ho 
was admitted to the bar. During tho 
period of his legal studies the unfortunato 
affair occurred which made his name 
known throughout tho Northwest, and 
furniahed Chicago with a subject for dis- 
cussion for nearly a year. A school 
teacher named Banford, who had be- 
come acquainted with SuUttran in somo 
way, caused it to be known that ho waij 
going to publish an article reflecting on 
ftlrs. Sullivan, and, in spite of reiuoii- 
straiiccs,. got it ready for one of the nows- 
papers. Sullivan heard cif the matter, 
and, taking.his wife with iiim, ono oveii- 
ing drovo towards Ilanford'a house. 
Thoy met him before his door, with a 
man named McMulIen, and angry words 
ensued. 

McMuUeii, who was a powerful man, 
grappled Sullivan, and Mrs. Sullivan, 
fearing for his safety, got out of the car- 
riage to help him. Ilanford struck her, 
and Sullivan atrugglin" to got at him naa 
aupn in a desperate nght which aeunicd 
likely to bo ended by his being over- 
powered by tho two nioii. He bad onlj' 
riiio hand free, but with (hat he reached 
for his revolver and defended himself. 
At tho firot shot Hanford fell mortally 
wounded. Sullivan's trial for murder, 
ensued, created more oxcitcnieut than 
any similar event in Chicago for years, 
ami the entire cimimunity seemed divided 
on the (pK'.stiiiii of whether the shooting 
was jiistiliable or Piot. The jury failed 
to agree, eleven voting for ac(iuittal and 
I5I10 for conviction, and he was put under 
bonds for another trial, which tiiially re- 
sulted in a verdict of "not guilty. " Ru- 
mors were circulated and generally be- 
lieved that Haiiford's friends had offered 
money to Judge MeAlli.ster, who presid- 

d ut the trial, to inlhience Judgment 
against Sullivan, and a iiioiith or twd 
afterwards the matter was brought into 
politics. McAllister and 'I'lmmas A. 
Moran,who had boon Sullivan's attornies, 
were elected at the next judicial election 
over Charles Reed, who liad prosecuted 
tho caso. All iinmenae change of votes 
from on6 party to the other allowed the 
current, of popular sympathy. Since 
that time Mr. Sullivan has been quietly 
practicing law with great success, though 
he has appeared little in any public posi- 
tion. In politics he waa an abolitionist 
first and then a republican, but ho left 
tho party with Horace Greeley and has 
been a democrat ever since. He is a 
member of the Ancient Order of Uibcrn- 
ians and occupies a prominent position in 
the Order; 

•fohn Byrne of Cincinnati, who w"as 
elected vice-president, ia in the employ of 
the Chcapeake and Ohio railroad as a spe- 
cial agent, advisory on the staff of C. P. 
Huntington. Ho was born in Waaliing- 
ton county, Md. , 35 years ago, received a 
ojininon school education and entered 
the railroad service. He has never been 
engaged in any other buainess. When 
the war broke out he entered tho Union 
army aa a private in tho Tiiird Maryland 
regiment, and by bravery and attention 
to duty was promoted to a captaincy, and 
finally made major brevet. E£c is presi- 
dent of tre EtnmettLand League of Cin- 
cinnati, but is not a member of any 
Irish organi?'»ation . Ho has been princi- 
pally noted lately for Ins uiodorato views 
on Irish aQ'airs and his decided objections 
to tho use .of dynamite. — Ph'dadtlphtu 
Press, April SSth : 

A 'Woman Brains Hor Sniokon 
Husband. 

A Paris letter, says: An extraordinary 
trial for murder commenced to-d.ay be- 
fore the assizes' of the Cotes du Nord at 
Saint Brieuc. On February 12lh last a 
Siick containing the head and shoulders of 
a man waa found in a mill atream at 
Pleriii. Tho remaiiia were horribly mu- 
tilated, and the arms had boon cut off 
near the shoulder joints. Several wit- 
nesses recognized tho head as tliat of 
Pleriii. On tlie.Iudge d' Instruction ap- 
pearing at Henry's, tho wife of the de- 
ceased fainted aw.ay, and it was not until 
tho next morning that alio sufficiently re- 
covered her senses to make a full confes- 
sion of her crime to the judicial autlior- 
ities. Madame Henry, o very powerful 
woman of l!0, explained that for some 
time past she and her husband liad lived 
on bad terms, owing to tho drunken 
habita of the latter. Althuugii a good 
worker, all his money went to purchase 
drink; and his wife, who a few mcntha 
ago inherited a little property, determin- 
ed that tho "windfall' should not be dis- 
posed of in a similar manner. On Feb- 
ruary SIth Henry returned from his work 
in a state of intoxication, and after aonio 
words between tho two, the woman seized 
a stout stick and literaliy l)eat her hus- 
band to death by striking him on the 
head.' Having 'accomplished thi.i deed, 
tho woman dragged tho body into the 
cellar, covered it with straw, and went to 
bed. According to her own confcsaioii 
ahe slept quietly .all night, and at break of 
day called 011 a neighbor to borrow a 
hatchet, with which she cut up tho body 
into sections. After separating the anna 
and legs from the trunk, alio divided tho 
body into halves, and severed the lioiid 
from tho neck. Of these portions she 
made three bundles, and sewed them \\\> 
in corn sacks. Sending her little child 
to bed, the assassin started dufc at night- 
fall with the largest sack and threw it 
into tho Covet, a stream about two miles 
from the cott.age. She acconipliahed a 
second journey, but, being overcome with 
fatigue, waa obliged to leave tho third 
sack, containing the legs, until the next 
night, when she was seen carrying it by 
two peasants, who supposed her to bo a 
aniuggler. 'The first sack thrown into 
the stream caught fast in the water-wheel 
of a mill, and tlius led to tho discovery of 
the crime. On being confronted with the 
remains of her husband the prisoner 
calmly obaorved: "He used to drink, and 
I killed him. If all women would do as 
I did there would not bo so many drunk- 
ards. "

Tn tli<j House of Commons recently', 
in answer to a quo.stion, Mr. Ashley, 
Under Secretary for the Colonies, 
stated :thak:>;the territory 'on; :blie we.st 
coast'of Africa recotitly'annexed'to the 
British Empire by ortler of the Secre- 
tary of- .State i.s only a coast line start- 
ing from the right b.inkoEtlie IMannah 
river, and extending to the north-west 
for about 20 miles, with a breadth of 
only half a mile. The cession of this 
strip was formally made by tlie kings, 
chiefs, and inhabitants of tlie district 
by an agrebnient concluded on tho spot 
in iNfarch of la.st year with Governor 
Ilavelock. They had for some time 
previous expressed themselves as iiri.\- 
ious to come under British'" protection. 
Her Majesty's GoTcrhniient have been 
induced to accept this ofier of cession, 
not only to secure that this strip of 
coast shall not beconie a great sinugc;!- 
ing cliuiinel whereby tlie revenue ami 
trade of Sierra Leone vvouUl be ruined, 
but also with a view, by establishing a 
coutenninous boundary with Liberia, 
to put an end for the jiresent ancl 
avoid for tho future many long sfcnti<l- 
ing diflicultins and complications wliicli 
eiidangeped goml orfler and peace. 

LoNDos, .May :i. — In the House of 
C'oiiiinons this afiiM-uoon iMr. Ashley,
